This  is  in  reply  to  your  request  of  November  21,  1966,  for 
information  concerning  helicopters  or  a similar  type  of  aircraft 
operating  in  the  Memphis  area  at  approximately  0540  GMT,  November  3, 

1966. 

A search  of  all  available  records  at  this  facility  does  not  reveal 
any  helicopter  operations  in  progress  at  that  time.  This  does  not 
necessarily  mean  there  were  no  helicopters  in  the  area  since  they 
could  have  been  operating  VFR  and  not  under  the  control  of  the 

Memphis  Tower. 

Inquiries  made  of  the  Memphis  Naval  Air  Station  resulted  in  the 
information  that  they  had  no  record  of  any  helicopter  operations  at 

that  time.
